No. 13, dated 27th May 1975. — An examination for 
admission to the Army, Navy and Air Force Wings of the 
National Defence Academy shall be held by the Union 
Public Service Commission at such places and on such dates 
as may be specified in the Notice issued by the Commission 
in this behalf. The number of the course and the month 
of its commencement at the Academy and also the approxi- 
mate number of vacancies to be offered for entry on the 
results of the examination will be specified in the notice issued 
by the Commission. 

2. Admission to the National Defence Academy will be 
made on the results of a written examination to be conducted 
by the Union Public Service Commission, and an interview 
by a Services Selection Board, 


Note II. — Candidates who haye applied for the combined 
Defence Services Examination for admission as special Entry 
Cadets into the Indian Navy must exercise their Anal option 
before admission to the' National Defence Academy course. 
After admission they will not be considered for Special Entry 
in the Navy. They will also not be permitted to appear for 
any interview or examination after admission to the Academy. 

4, A candidate must be an unmarried male and must be

the Commission in their discretion. Subject to these condi- 
tions, the qualified candidates will then be placed in thp final 
order of merit on the basis of total marks secured by them 
in the written examination, and the Services Selection Board 
Tests in two separate lists — one for the Army and the Navy 
and the other for the Air Force. The names of candidates 
who qualify for all the Services will appear in both the 
Merit Lists. The final selection for admission to the Army 
and Naval Wings of the National Defence Academy will he 
made in order of merit up to the number of vacancies avail- 
able from the order of merit list for the Army and the Navy 
and for the Air Force Wing from the order of merit 
list for the Air Force subject to medical fitness and suit- 
ability in all other respects. The candidates who are com- 
mon to both the merit lists will be considered for selection 
from both the lists with reference to their order of prefer- 
ences and tn the event of their final selection from one )v, 
their names will be cancelled from the other list. 

N.B. — FVERY CANDIDATE FOR THE AIR FORCE IS 
GIVEN PILOT APTITUDE TEST ONLY ONCE. THE 
GRADE SECURFD BY HIM AT THE FIRST TEST WILL 
THERFFORF HOLD GOOD FOR EVERY SUBSEQUENT

negligence of any person or otherwise. Parents or guardians 
of the candidates will be required to sign a certificate to this 
effect. Candidates will not be admitted to the Services Selec- 
tion Board interview without this certificate. Candidates 
when called for interview by a Services Selection Board or 
for medical examination or for subsequent training will be 
eligible lor travelling allowance in accordance with the rules 
then in force. Candidates who have previously been before 
a Set vice;. Selection Boaid for the same type oT Commission 
are not entitled to travelling allowance when called un for 
Services Selection Board interview or Medical Examination 
on subsequent occasions. 

17. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination in Individual candidates shall be decided 
bv the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

18. Success in the examination confers no right of admis- 
sion to the Academy. A candidates must satsify the appoint- 
ing authority that he is suitable in all respects for admission 
to the Academy. 

19. Candidates finally selected will undergo a three-vear 
course at the National Defence Academy. After this three 
year training the 'stressful candidates will undergo further 
specialists training for the Service for which they may be 
selected. While at the National Defence Academy, cadets 
will be subjected to the discipline of the Academy. Brief 
particulars ol the training and of the Services are given in 
Appendix III to the Notification. 

20. Immediately after the selected candidates join the Aca- 
demy, a preliminary examination will be held in the follow- 
ing subjects : — 

(a) English 

(b) Mathematics; 

(c) Science; 

(d) Hindi. 

The standard of the examination in the ’subjects, at (a), 
tb) and (e) will not be higher than that of the Higher 
Secondary Examination of an Indian University or Board 
of Higher Secondary Education. The paper in the subject 
at ( d) is intended to test the standard attained by the candi- 
date in Hindi al Ihe time of joining the Academy. 

Candidates arc therefore, advised not to neglect their 
shttlies after the competitive examination. 

21. Before a candidate joins the Academy, the parent or 
guardian will be required to sign : 

(a) a certificate to the effect that he fullv understands 
that he or his son or ward shall not be entitled to 
claim any compensation or other relief from the 
Government in respect of any injury which his son • 
or ward mav sustain in the course of or as a result 
of the training or where bodily infirmity or death 
results in the course of or as a result of a surgical 
operation performed upon or anaesthesia adminis- 
tered to him for the treatment of any injury received 
a>= aforesaid or otherwise.

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22. The cost of training including accommodation, books, 
uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be borne by 
the Government Parents or guardians of cadets will how- 
ever, be required to meet their pocket and other private 
expenses. Normally these expenses are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 40.00 p.m. If m any case a cadet’s parent 01 guardian 
is unable to meet wholly or partly even this expenditure 
financial assistance up to Rs. 40 00 p.m. for the 1st and 2nd 
years Rs. 45.00 p.m. for the 3rd year training at NDA and 
Rs 55.00 p.m. foi further specialist training in Army/Navy/ 
Air Force Training Establishments may be granted by the 
Government. No cadet whose parent or guardian has an 
income of Rs. 350.00 p.m, or above would be eligible ioi 
the grant of the financial assistance. The immovable pro- 
perty and other assets and lfieome liom all sources arc also 
tuhen into account foi detci mining the eligibility for financial 
assistance.

GUIDE LINES FOR PHYSICAL STANDARDS FQR 

ADMISSION TO THE NATIONAL DEFENCE 
ACADEMY 

To be declared fit for admission to the National Defence 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free from any disability likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance of duty 

2. It will however, be ensured that : - ■ 

(a) there is no evidence of weak constitution, imperfect 
development; serious malformation or obesity; 

(b) there is no maldevelopmcnt or impaiiment of func- 
tion of the bones or joints; 

Note A candidate with a rudimentary cervical rib in 
whom there are no signs and symptoms referable 
to the cervical rib may be considered fit. However, 
the defect is to be recorded as a minor disability in 
the medical board proceedings. 

(c) there is no impediment of speech; 

(d) there is no malformation of the head deformity 
from fracture or depression of the bones of the 
skull; 

(e) there is no impaired hearing, discharge from or 
disease in either car, unhealed perforation of the 
tympanic membranes, or signs of acute or chronic 
suppurative otitis media or evidence of radical or 
modified radical mastoid operation; 

Note : — A soundly healed perforation without any impair- 
ment of the mobility of the drum and without im- 
pairment of hearing should not be a bar to accep- 
tance of a candidate for the Army, 

(i) there is no disease of the bones or cartilages of the 
nose or nasal polypus or disease, of the nasopharynx 
and accessory sinuses; 

Note : — -A small asymptomatic traumatic performation of 
the nasal septum will not be a cause for outright 
rejection and such cases would be referred to the 
Adviser in Otology. 

(g) there are no enlarged glands due to tubercular or 
due to other disease in the neck and other parts of 
the body and that the thyroid gland is normal. 

N 0T h: — -S cars of operations for the removal of tuberculous 
glands are not a cause for rejection provided that 
there has been no active disease within the preced- 
ing five years and the chest is clinically and radio- 
logically clear. 

(h) there is no disease of the throat, palate tonsils or 
(turns or any disease or injury p.Tccting the normal 
function of cither mandibular joints; 

NOTE '.—Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils if there is no 
history of attacks of tonsilitis, is not a cause for 
rejection. 

(i) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of 
the heart and blood vessels; 

(j) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis or 
previous histoiy of this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs; 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including any abnormality of the liver and 
spleen; and there is no abdominal tenderness or 
palpation; 

(l) Inguinal hernia (unoperated) or tendency thereto 
will be a cause for rejection; 


Note. — T n the case of candidates who have been operated 
for hernia, they may be declared fit provided — 

(i) one year has elapsed since the operation, docu- 
mentary proof is to he furnished by the candi- 
date; 

(ii) general tone of the abdominal musculature is 
good; and 

(iii) there has been no recurrence of the hernia or 
complication connected with the operation. 

(m) there is no hydrocele or definite varicocele or any 
other disease or defect of the genital organs; 

Note. — (i) A candidate who has been operated for a 
hydrocele will be accepted if there are no' 
abnormalities of the cord and testicle and there 
is no evidence of Jilariasis; 

(ii) Undescended intra-abdominal testicle on the 
one side should not be a bar to acceptance of 
candidates for commissioning in the Armed 
Forces provided the other testicle is normal 
and there is no untoward physical or psycho- 
logical elfect due to the anomaly. Undeseendcd 
testis retained in the inguinal canal or at the 
External abdominal ring is, however, a bar to 
acceptance unless corrected by operation. 

In) there is no fistula and/or fissure of the anus oi 
evidence of haemorrhoids; 

(o) there is no disease of the kidneys. All cases of 
Glyeossuria and Albuminuria will be rejected. 

(p) there is no disease of the skin, unless temporary or 
trivial. Sears which bv thcir_ extent or position 
cause or are likely to cause disability or marked 
disfigurement arc a ctiuse for rcjeclion. 

(q) there is no active, latent or congenital venereal dis- 
ease; 

(r) there is no history or evidence of mental disease 
of the candidate or his family. Candidates sulfet- 
ing from epilepsy, incontinence of urin c or enuresis 
will not be accepted; 

(s) there is no squint or morbid condition of the eye 
or of th e lids which is liable to a risk of aggrava- 
tion or recurrence; and 

(t) there is no active trachoma or its complications and 
sequelae. 

Note.— Remedial operations are to be performed prior 
to entry. No guarantee is given of ultimate accep- 
tance and it should be clearly understood by the 
candidates that the decision whether an operation 
is desirable or necessary is one to be made by 
their private medical adviser. The Government 
wil.l accept no liability regarding the Jesuit of 
operation or any expense incurred. 

3. Standards for Height, Weight and Chest measurements. 

(a) Height. — (i) The height of candidate will b c measured 
by making him stand against the standard with his feet 
together. The weight should be thrown on the heels and 
not on the toes or outer sides of the feet. He will stand 
erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and

Iii) It is not possible to lay down precise standaids for 
weight in relation to height and age. The correlation tabic 
is therefore only a guide and cannot be applied universally 
A 10 per cent (±6 kg. for the Navy) departure from the 
average weight given in the table is to be considered as with 
in normal limits.
